1) MINUTES: Approval of the minutes of the Board of Commissioners
meeting held on Tuesday, November 22, 2005.

MOTION: Workman moved and Heier seconded approval of the minutes of the
Board of Commissioners meeting held on November 22, 2005.

2) CLAIM FOR REVIEW:

A. A payment voucher payable to Industrial Services, Inc. for invoice
124-1000, in the total amount of $1,555.19 which includes a carry
forward fuel charge of $128.82 and a current fuel charge of $74.36.
The current contract does not include payment for fuel surcharges.

The
Contractor has informed the County that Patrick Driver is no longer
employed with the law firm. As a result, the parties wish to amend
the agreement to reflect such change.

He
stated that the subject property is valued at $234,400 and would not be eligible for
a homestead exemption.
